With few exceptions, traffic in the prin- 
cipal commodities carried by freight trains 
decreased in 1925. A notable exception was 
the case of oilcake for cattle feeding, which 
increased from 33,000 tons in 1924 to 87,000 
tons in 1925. This is possibly a sign of pro- 
gress in the country’s feeding methods. 

The ‘total humber of persons employed on 
all the railways operating wholly or partly 
in the Free State during the week. ended 
March 27th. 1926, was 19,066, which com- 
pares with 20,898 and 21,081 for the ¢orre- 
sponding weeks in 1924 and 1923 respectively. 

f the total, 15,585 were employed by the 
Great Southern Company. 

It is not easy from the figures to calculate 
what this employment means in the circula- 
tion of money in the, Free: State.. “From the 
following. few rough estimates. arrived at by 
taking the numbers in a department and the 
aver>ge weekly remuneration for each person, 
it can readily be concluded that the railway 
employment is a very important one. On 
this rough estimate we find that at least 
£1,000 a week 1s paid to officers with £500 
a year and more, £2,500 a week to station. 
masters, £1,300 a week to traffic staff, £5.500 
a week to the clerical staff, £7,300 a week 
to engine staff and cleaners, over £15,000 a 
week to the shop and artisan staff, and so on 
through the other departments. 

During the year 1925 the number of nas- 
sengers killed from accidents to trains, rolling 
stock or permanent way was four, and the 
number of injured nine. These were all the 
result of derailment of a passenger train 
by a sudden squall on the Londonderry and 
Lough Swilly Railway on January 30th, 1925. 
In no other instance was a passenger killed 
or injured while in a train.

The Bondage of Fr dom. 


The weakest of all the weak points in 
our Irish character—its lack of moral 
courage—was exposed yesterday by 
Senator S. L. Brown, K.C., Chairman of 
the Free State Tribunal on Food Prices. 
It is a notorious fact that the cost of 
living in the Free State is unduly high— 
partly, no doubt, on account of protective 
taxes and of unsystematic production and 
marketing, but largely as the result of 
wholesale ‘‘ profiteering.”” The Govern- 
ment appointed the Food Prices Com- 
mission in the hope that its recommenda- 
tions, based on evidence taken from all the 
interests concerned, would provide a 
remedy for these blunders and abuses. The 
Free State consumer was invited specially 
to give evidence before the Tribunal. 
A citizen of any other country would 
have assumed confidently that the Free 
State’s consumers, rejoicing in their 
opportunity, would be eager to dis- 
charge their burden of grievances at the 
Tribunal’s feet. The similar Commission 
in England took a mass of evidence from 
the consuming public. Some of “its most 
important witnesses were -the- wives. of 
clerks and artisans; and the outcome of 
its investigations was a series of reports 
which have reduced substantially the 
prices of meat, bread and other essential 
food-stuffs. What happened in the Free 
State? The Tribunal’s task is nearly 
finished, and Senator Brown’s story of its 
experience with witnesses is not merely. 
disappointing, but shameful. Traders and 
other persons who may be described as the 
defendants in this critical case of ‘‘ The 
Free State citizen versus High Prices ’’ 
gave their evidence—some of them, indeed, 
with a visible reluctance; but the 
plaintiffs, the consuming public, did 
not appear at all. “They have not 
come forward to tender evidence,” said 
Senator Brown yesterday; and, therefore, 
in spite of the “‘ very general feeling that 
undue profits are being taken by distri- 
butors,’’ the Tribunal “ find it difficult to 
decide whether the public are satisfied with 
the present level of retail prices.” Con- 
sumers have been frozen into silence by 
the thought that their honest testimony | 
would offend some local shopkeeper; and 
the curtain descends amid the fat 
chuckling of the ‘‘profiteers,’’

The projected understanding between 
these four nations must be regarded as a 
reaction against the futile policy of tariffs 
and trade restrictions which attended the 
infancy of the new Succession States in 
Central Europe and reduced half a con- 
tinent to a condition of abject povérty. 
When the Treaty of St. Germain resolved 
the Dual Monarchy into its elements the 
latest arrivals on the political - map 
signalised their. freshly found  in- 
dependence by the erection of formidable 
tariff walls, one against the other, The 
Danube ceased to be one of Europe’s great 
highways of commerce. Starvation stalked 
Vienna's stately streets, and an area that 
once had been teeming with economic 
activities became desolate. Gradually the 
people of the Succession States awoke to 
the folly of their actions. Under the pres- 
sure of economic forces their artificial 
barriers were burst asunder. Common in- 
terests began to tower above the petty 
differences that looked so big in the 
atnidsphere of war, and the creation of the 
Little “Entente, under the, auspices of 
France, marked “the first stage in the 
establishment of a new era. Now a further 
stage has been reached, Czecho-Slovakia 
realises that her economic interests bind 
her more closely to her immediate neigh- 
bours—and particularly to Germany—than 
to France. Her chief markets are situated 
on German soil; she lies athwart Ger- 
many’s trade route to the Near East, and 
her business men are in constant touch 
with Dresden and Berlin. Furthermore, 
without a friendly understanding with 
Austria and Italy she will be cut off per- 
manently from the Mediterranean. The 
attempt to maintain a series of self- 
contained States on the ruins of the old 
Austro-Hungarian Empire was doomed to 
failure from the outset; for sooner or 
later Czecho-Slovakia was bound to ally 
herself with her neighbours, 


Wages in Russia. 


Interesting disclosures concerning wages 
conditions in Soviet Russia are made by 
official figures quoted by the Labour 
Correspondent of The Times. The cost of 
living, as shown by the index figure based 
on 100 for the level in Russia in 1913, 
stood at 187 in September, 1925. It rose 
to 239 last May. There was a fall to 222 
last, September, . but during the winter. 
there has. been anothergrise, It is not 
remarkable that the Labour unions have 
agitated for increased wages to meet these 
severe conditions. M, Dzerjinsky, Presi- 
dent of the Supreme Economic. Council, 
however, steadfastly maintained through- 
out 1926 that there could be no 
increase of wages until the out- 
put. of the workers improved. Since 
the autumn of 1925 wages, without de- 
clining, have lost 15 per cent. of. their 
purchasing power. Last August the 
Soviet Government set up a committee 
to consider to what branches of industry 
it would ‘be possible to afford relief. M. 
Tomsky favoured an increase of wages to 
“miners, railwaymen, and postal ‘and 
‘telegraphic workers. ' The rest,” he 
said, “must wait.” Textile workers, 
teachers and doctors were indignant. 
The textile. workers argued that, since 
their wages were 20 per cent. below the 
average, they should be the first to 
receive an increment. Intellectual workers 
generally are said to receive from 30 to. 
40 per cent. less than industrial workers. 
M. Tomsky agreed: that it was necessary 
to increase the wages of the intellectual 
workers, but he adduced an almost. un- 
answerable reason for doing

WEATHER FORECAST. 


General. Inference. — An -anti-cyclone 
persists off our South-West. coasts, and 
secondaries to depressions passing north- 
east over Iceland continue to move east- 
wards across the British Isles. Occa- 
sional rain or drizzle will occur in most 
places, but there will also be soine fair 
periods.

NEARING THE END. 

The following is the text of Senator 
Brown's statement :— 

“The Tribunal on Prices propose, 
shortly, to terminate their public sittings 
and proceed to the consideration of their 
report. We regret to have to state that 
the consuming public have shown little 
practical interest in our activities; and, 
notwithstanding invitations, repeated in 
every place we sat, have not come forward 
to tender evidence. 

‘* It is recognised that some dissatisfac- 
tion with “the level of prices exists among 
consumers, and that there is a very 
general feeling that undue profits are 
being taken by distributors. This has 
been evidenced from time to time by 
letters in the Press, editorial comments, 
and occasional references at meetings of 
public bodies; but no success has at- 
tended our efforts to obtain from con- 
sumers evidence bearing directly on the 
matter. It shonld be understood that the 
proceedings of the Tribunal are of the 
nature of those in a court of law, and 
that any statement to be considered must 
be made in person before the Tribunal, 
and on oath. Accordingly, in-the absence 
of evidence, the Tribunal find it difficult 
to decide whether the public are satisfied 
with the present level of retail prices. 


RETAIL PRICES. 

‘** For the guidance of persons who may 
yet be prepared to tender evidence on 
behalf of consumers, we suggest the fol- 
lowing heads under which such evidence 


might usefully be arranged : -— 

‘* (1)—Present retail prices of articles of 
general consumption: Whether these 
rices are fair or not; and, if aot, 
or what reasons they are regarded as 
wate.

he is an undischar “hm bankrupt; or 

engages in any trade or business ‘under 
a name other than that under which he 
was adjudicated bankrupt without dis- 
closing to all persons with whom he 
enters into any business transaction the 


name under which he was adjudicated 


bankrupt, 
he shall be guilty of a misdemeanour.” 

If there is no such power to turn the 
man of straw into a bankrupt, then there 
should be sufficient publicity given to all 
returns of “ No Goods’’ to ensure that 
all debtors who have made such a return 
will not be able to continue obtaining 
credit.

Before the Civil Service Industrial Court 
vesterday, at the Middlesex Guildhall, Mr. 
J. W. Bowen concluded his general state- 
ment of the claim of the Union of Post Office 
. Workers for a revision of the scales of pay for 
the manipulative classes of the Post Office. 
The Postmaster-General is counter-claiming 
for reductions in the scales for new entrants. 

Mr. E. Raven, second secretary to the. Post 
Office, said that the claim of the union 
covered 142,000 workers out of a total. Post 
Office staff of about 225,000.. It involved a 
large increase, averaging about 40 per cent. 
in the basic pay of every class, and the total 
ultimate cost was estimated at £7,700,000 a 
year, exclusive of any consequential increases 
which might accrue to other grades not 
covered by the claim. It was the desire of 
the Government that the wages paid in the 
Post Office should, on the one hand, be ade- 
quate, and, on the other, should be in due 
relation, when full account was taken of 
pension rights and other privileges, to those 
paid in outside industry for service carrying 
equivalent responsibility, and requiring similar 
degree of skill.

Replying to the case put forward by the 
Postmaster-General, Mr, J. W. Bowen said 
that they had heard some expressions of 
opinion and generalisations which did not 
rove very much, certainly did not prove the 
Leobkduen of the Union’s case. The Post 
Office had not given any particulars of how‘ 
they arrived at the estimate that the Union's |’ 
claims would involve an additional cost of 
£7 ,700,000 a year. 

The counter-claim of the Post Office, he 
said, was of a last minute character, and was 
not mentioned until the Union had decided to 
go to arbitration.

“I believe that I am the biggest vagabond 
of the whole lot of you, but 1 am not quite

It is just possible that you may be able to 
recall something of a lecture which i was 
invited to deliver in Dublin last April. You 
took some notice of it at the time. My 
esteemed audience showed, in frankest. 
way in the world, that, to them, the one and 
only thing in the world that ‘could possibly 
matter about that lecture was that it should 
be every mortal word in Irish. So it were all 
in Irish, with not a syllable of English in it 
to scandal the unmixedness of the. perfection 
of being Irish all and every part; it did not 
matter a button what it was about, or 
whether it was about anything at all, or not, 
This, sir, is but a representative symptom of 
the disorder. of the situation. I see a good 
deal of the Irish that is being written; and 
it cannot be denied to it that it shows great 
power of being about nothing—the. ‘‘ about,’’ 
indeed itself, being mostly superfluous. Is this 
education’? 

You will kindly take note of a conventional 
retort—supposed of crushing power—which is 
invariably trotted ont when any remarks of 
this sort are made in this Irish connection: 
They say at once—‘* And what has himself 
done?” This question, though as hackneyed 
as “‘ the weather,” is supposed to be original 
in every fresh repetition, and supposed to use 
up the critic and wither him away. It is 
supposed to rehabilitate everything, to vindi- 
cate everything home from all cavillers and 
growlers—a potent, magical question. An- 
other cry. they have, almost equally potent 
and devastative of all objectors and cavillers, 
is—‘*‘Irish, not argument! Give us Irish! 
Give us something constructive! We have no 
use for this argument work!” No, truly, 
they have no use for it—it is the one enemy. 
Let them be safe from. ‘‘ argument” and 
remark, and then thoy can write what they 
like, and call it Irish, and get it directly into 
the colleges and schools, and make name and 
money. Safe from ‘‘ argument,” and they can 
always pose to an ignorant country as very 
gnostics in the language—the people who 
know, the people who have the traditions, the 
people to say and to settle what Irish may be 
wrong, or correct, the people of the secret, 
esoteric knowledge. ‘‘ Argument-’’—1t.¢., re- 
futation and demolition—is very plainly, 
indeed, the wicked foe of all this preposterous 
pretence and humbug, and down with "'' argu- 
ment ’’—give us Irish!

THREE ACCUSED COMMITTED 
FOR TRIAL. 


When the hearing of charges arising out of 
the shooting in a house in Plevna street, Bel- 
fast, last Christmas Eve, when Thomas 
McWilliams, a fifteen-year-old boy, was shot 
dead, was resumed in the Belfast .Custody 
Court yesterday, a statement made by Patrick 
O’Conuor, a cousin of the deceased, on being 
charged with murder was put in by the 
police, in which the accused said that he saw 
James McWilliams, the boy’s. brother, pro- 
duce a revolver, and then turn the cylinder 
round and pull the trigger, when there was 
no report.

SENATOR AND CRITICS. 

Senator John McLoughlin said that they 
had a sympathetic native Government ready 
and willing to do all in its power for the 
people living in the Gaeltacht and just as 
anxious about their fate as any of the 
Government's’ critics. (Applause.) The Gael- 
tacht Commission’s report contained almost a 
hundred recommendations the carrying out of 
which in their entirety would involve millions 
of money. Because the Government were 
taking time to consider the report, because 
they had asked the various departments to 
give them sonreAdea of the cost, “because 
they were endeavouring to sift what was 
practical, from what was unpractical—and 
with all due respect to the members of the 
Commission some of the recommendations 
about rural industries were far from prac- 
tical—because the Government were bringing 
to bear on this grave problem the mature 
consideration and the considered judgment 
which it deserved, a regular tornado was un- 
loosed, which might be justified if it could be 
shown that the Government were acting in 
bad faith, and if there was the slightest 
ground to fear that they intended to make 
no effort to alleviate conditions in the Gael- 
tacht. 

There were staunch friends of the Govern- 
ment taking part im this campaign, such as 
the Bishop of Raphoe and others. While 
their action had_been.inspired by the highest 
and most patriotic motives, it did not require 
much perspicacity to see that there were 
prominent people in this campaign who had 
ulterior motives.and whose very thinly dis- 
guised object was to make use of this cam- 
paign for political propaganda against the 
Government. These people had continued to 
make themselves the driving force of the 
movement. Though described as non-political, 
the principal turn at these meetings was 
some disgruntled politician, who was out to 
get a bit of his own back by telling the 
people of the misdeeds of the Government, 
putting the magnifying glass on its errors, 
and endeavouring to show how much better 
the country would have been if the old 
régime had been allowed to continue. These 
hot-air merchants made themselves as offen- 
sive as possible, and any prominent sup- 
porter of the Government who was foolish 
enuogh to attend the meetings through sym- 
pathy with the Gaeltacht must. either swallow 
their offensiveness or make a scene. 

The Government, he added, meant to do 
their duty by the Gaeltacht, but they were 
not going to be bullied or badgered. (Ap- 
plause.)

INTERESTING DECISION BY 
RECORDER.
